Malnutrition 
Afflicts Poor 
and the Rich

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Mal- 


nutrition afflicts 
not just the 


poor but expectant mothers and 
teenagers from well-to-do fami- 
lies as well, preliminary govern- 
ment study findings Indicate. 


Some teenagers, even those 


from middle-class families, sim- 
ply don't eat the right foods or 
go on starvation binges to re- 
duce, according to Dr. Arnold 


. E. Schaefer who is conducting 
'"the study for the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


He said lack of proper nutri- 


tion among expectant mothers 
and their offspring is one of the 
most serious problems discov- 
ered yet by the study, which is 
at least a year away from final 
publication. 


The study, to be based on 


physical examinations of up to 
65,000 people, should "cut out ail 
this criticism" from Congress 
that the malnutrition problem in 
America 
has not been docu- 


mented, Schaefer said. 


The study's first phase— cost- 


ing $1.5 million—isgathering re- 
sults 
from 
examinations of 


about 30,000 people. 


Findings 
from 
Texas and 


parts of Louisiana, New York 
and Kentucky are being fed into 
a computer and the first tabu- 
lated results are expected early 
next month, Schaefer said. 


If another $2 million can be 


wrung 
from 
HEW's budget, 


Schaefer said, another 35,000 
people are to be examined be- 
ginning early next year in West 
Virginia, 
Massachusetts, Cali- 


fornia, Washington, South Caro- 
lina and New York City. 


The study will document mal- 


nutrition, not hunger, Schaefer 
said. 


"You can't really determine 


hunger," he said. "Everybody's 
hungry three times a day or 
so." 


Malnutrition is especially se- 


vere among teenage and poor 
mothers, some of whom are il- 
literate and don't know about 
government 
food 
programs 


available 
to 
them, Schaefer 


said. 


He said teenagers often refuse 


to eat enough of the right foods, 
such as leafy vegetables or fruit 
juices, and "if they refuse to 
dririfc milk, then you've got real 
trouble," 


The study also is turning up 


considerable 
iron 
deficiency 


anemia and some cases of goi» 
ter "which we were supposed to 
have eradicated 30 years ago," 
Sch#ejer said. He said the goi* 
ter problem could be eliminated 
if all states required salt to be 
iodised. 
Congressional criticism that 


the problem lias not been docu- 
mented developed after a report 
titled "Hunger U.S.A.," claim- 
ing widespread hunger and mal- 
nutrition in the country, was 
published last April by a group 
called The Citizens Board of In- 
quiry. 


The Poor People Campaign in 


Washington at about the same 
time was claiming existence of 
widespread hunger in the coun- 
try. 


Schaefer 
suggested 
both 


events gave support to solving 
the problem. 


A former Department of Agri- 


culture employe, Schaefer has 
been studying malnutrition for 
years. And until last April, he 
said, "nobody paid much atten- 
tion to us."

Increase In 
Gross national 
Product Seen

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Commerce 
Department says 


there will be a "sizable in« 
crease" In the gross national 
product for the fourth quarter 
this year despite government ef* 
forts to hold down the econo« 
my's inflationary rate of expan- 
tion. 


The increase in the October- 


December quarter, was not giv- 
en in exact figures but estimat- 
ed as "not much different from 
the rise In the third," when the 
revved up economy confounded 
the economists with a GNP in- 
crease of $18.1 billion to a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 
$871 billion. 


Government economists had 


hoped the third-quarter GNP, 
which represents the market 
value of all the nation's goods 
and services and thus provides 
a convenient widow on the econ- 
omy's inflation problems, would 
move up no more than about $12 
billion. 


When it went steaming past 


this target, Chairman Arthur M. 
Okun of the Council of Econom- 
ic Advisers noted it was at least 
lower than the record $21.7 
jump during the second quarter. 


And It was "thoroughly con- 


sistent with prospects of a con- 
tinued slowdown In the fourth 
quarter," Okun said. 


This was not the case, howev- 


er. 


Much of the juice powering 


the unexpectedly strong show- 
Ing of the GNP In the fourth 
quarter, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said in Its monthly "Sur- 
vey 
of 
Current 
Business," 


comes from business spending 
for new plant and equipment. 


Expenditures for housing. In- 


ventory investment and outlays 
by state and local governments 
are also running strong, the re- 
view said. 


When administration planners 


drew up the scenario for the 
fourth quarter and the opening 
months of 1969 they 
figured 


business conditions would be 
substantially tighter because of 
the 10 per cent income tax sur- 
charge. 


But businessmen have made 


major outlays for new ma- 
chines, 
buildings and other 


means of increasing output. 


To many observers, this bull- 


ishness appears to spring from 
an 
inflation 
psychology 
that 


counsels 
the businessman 
to 


spend now because if he waits a 
few months or a year his new 
factory will probably cost more 
— a lot more. 


Actual expenditures often fell 


short of anticipations but "the 
fact 
remains 
that 
business 


seems to have embarked on a. 
new round of investment spend- 
ing which will have important 
stimulating effects on an econo- 
my operating at very high em- 
ployment rates," the depart- 
ment said. 


Because it was prepared in 


advance of last week's increase 
In the Federal Reserve discount 
rate, the "Survey" article did 
not reflect this change, which 
will probably eliminate some 
business borrowing by making 
it too expensive. 


The boost In the rate Federal 


Reserve district banks charge 
on loans to commercial banks 
was approved at midweek and 
symptoms of tighter credit fol- 
lowed almost immediately. 


The most noticeable was a 


leap upward In the discount on 
13-week and slx-month Treasury 
bills, major Indicators of mone- 
tary tightness, to record levels 
last Friday.

Experts at the Space Center 


were still trying early today to 
come up with a solution to Apol- 
lo 8's television problem for to- 
day's telecast. 


Sunday's show, the first of 


seven planned for the Apollo 8 
moon mission, was to have been 
In two parts. First, the interior 
of the spacecraft with a wide- 
angle lens; 
then a telephoto 


view of the receding earth that 
should have shown ail of the 
United States, western Canada, 
the Gulf of Mexico and down to 
half of Antarctica. 


The interior shots transmitted 


from 140,000 miles away were 
beautiful- of better quality than 
those taken inside Apollo 7 in 
October 
when the ship was 


about 130 miles above the earth. 


Viewers could see clearly Air 


Force Col. Frank Borman in the 
spacecraft commander's posi- 
tion, Navy Capt. Lovell in the 
equipment bay fixing lunch and 
Air Force Maj, William A. An- 
ders demonstrating weightless- 
ness by trying to snag his float- 
ing toothbrush with his teeth- 
like a child bobbing for an ap- 
ple. 


But when Anders put on the 


telephoto lens the screen went 
blank. 


"You 
don't have a lens cover 


on there?" 
Mission control 


asked, 


"No," 
said 
Borraan. "We

Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents found her 
late Friday, buried in a coffin- 
like box in a shallow pit 20 miles 
from Atlanta. 


FBI agents said Miss Mackle 


led them to the pit by using her 
knuckles to rap on the lid of the 
box. 


The kidnapers tod telephoned 


her general location to the FBI 
after her father paid a $500,000 
ransom. 
Krist, a Marine researcher, 


and Miss Eisemann-Schier, a 
student, worked together at the 
University of Miami's Institute 
of Marine Science. 


Officers have discounted re- 


ports that a third person was in- 
volved in the kidnaping,

Krist's estranged wife— Carmen 
Simon Kj-ist- told newsmen her 
husband "wants to be remem-

Florida two weeks ago and went 
to her parents' home in Red- 
wood after Krist told her "he 
didn't love me, He said he want- 
ed a separation."

Q—What are the symp- 


toms of tuberculosis? Is it 
necessary to be confined in 
a sanitarium to be cured? 


A—Pulmonary tuberculosis 


usually starts with an after- 
noon fever of 101 to 103, 
night sweats and easy fa- 
tigability. Later the victim 
has a chronic cough. Anyone 
with active tuberculosis (tu- 
bercle bacilli in his sputum) 
should be treated in a hospi- 
tal or sanitarium until he is 
no longer capable of spread- 
ing the disease to others. He 
should remain under medi- 
cal supervision for at least a 
year after that. 


Q—What is a tuberculin 


skin test? If it is positive, 
does that mean a person has 
tuberculosis? What is tuber- 
culous encephalitis? 
Is it 


contagious? 
What are its 


symptoms and treatment? 


A—In the tuberculin test, a 


small amount of an extract

These forms 
of tuberculosis are not dU 
rectly contagious but are 
usually associated with pul- 
monary tuberculosis, which 
is. Tuberculous encephalitis 
would cause headache, nerv- 
ous Irritability, fever, nau- 
sea, night sweats and loss of 
weight. This very serious 
disease is treated with strep- 
tomycin, isoniazid and para- 
amino-salicylic acid, as are 
most other forms of tubercu- 
losis. 


Q—I recently read of a 


new drug for patients whose 
tuberculosis had become re- 
sistant to the s t a n d a r d 
drugs. What is the name of 
it? Does it cause any side 
effects? 


A—Several new drugs for 


patients who are unable to 
take the drugs mentioned in 
the preceding answer, or 
whose tubercle bacilli are re- 
sistant to these drugs, are 
available. The most recent 
is ethambutol (Myambutol). 
Although few side effects are 
reported, anyone who takes 
this drug should have a 
thorough examination by an 
eye specialist once a month.

In similar fashion, thousands of 


families are now getting the benefit 
of an interstate network of collec- 
tion procedures. Known as "Run- 
away Pappy" laws, they have made 
the long arm of the law a Xvhbtd 
lot longer. 


The keynote is reciprocity. Each 


state agrees to act as a collection 
agency for the citizens of another 
state, only on condition that the 


favor is returned. The idea makes 
such good sense, in dealing with 
runaway fathers, (hat it is now in 
effect — with some variations — in 
all 50 states. 


True, this is not a cure-all for 


the problem of the family left des- 
titute by a 
fugitive father. 
In 


particular, it doesn't work if the 
fugitive cannot be found. 


But if he is found, and is collec- 


tible, the system docs work. 


The mother goes to a court in 


her own community and presents 
her claim for support (for her chil- 
dren or herself). This court relays 
the claim to a court in the other 
state, which orders the father to 
make payments. When he does, the 
second court sends the money back 
to the first court, which passes it 
along to the mother. 


What if the father disputes the 


amount of support he is asked to 
pay? He has u right to voice his

EST 
after a refueling stop at Midway 
Island.

thers, brothers and sisters have 
gathered at the base. Many left 
their homes for San Diego n 
such a hurry they didn't have 
time to buy Christmas presents 
for the men. 


A U.S. Army band played

"Anchors Awelgh" as the men 
boarded the planes. Clad in blue 
Navy fatigues, they appeared 
rested and smiled and waved at 
a crowd of 200 persons seeing 
them off. 


The Pueblo skipper, Cmdr. 


Lloyd M. Bucher, 41, was the 
last to board, stopping on the 
way to thank the band mem- 
bers. 


The simple memorial service 


for Hodges was held In an open 
field near the planes two hours 
before they left. It was conduct- 
ed by Lt. Cmdr. Stanton Wilson, 
chapllan for Navy forces In Ko- 
rea, and was attended by Buch- 
er, Adm.
